A letter was shown ns yesterday, stating that a 
nest of counterfeiters and horse thieves were lately 
stirred up in Larne county. We have no names tir 
(larticiilars, but expect soon to be favored with 
them. 

We have received numerous complaints of llie 
failure of our paper to reach its destination regii. 
larly at several points in the State, and especially 
south and south-west of Louisville. We need not 
say we feel mortification and indignation at the ill 
treatment our patrons experience. On yesterday 
we were advised by a letter, tliat ten subscribers in 
Mulilenbtirg have not received a single paper for 
more llian four weeks. We have done every thing 
in our power to remove the ground of such com- 
I plaints. We know that no fault is ascribable to 
the Frankfort postmaster. In all respects wliatcv- 
er, he is a most excellent officer; and he knows 
that our papers are promptly mailed and well en- 
veloped. There can be no sufficient excuse then for 
the failures complained of. There is unquestiona- 
bly negligence or fraud, one or bolli, somcwlierc. 
We made public complaint, and have also written to 
the Department heretofore on the subject. Instead 
of redress, the grievan'es have increased. Wc 
shall mark iliis paragraph for the eye of the Post 
Master General, and we can tell him that he is 
very likely to hear of these wrongs to the people of 
Kentucky from other complain luts and in other 
modes of communication. 

Apprehended WAR with AIexico. — There seems 
to be a very strong probability of a war between 
the United States and Mexico. The late revolution 
in that miserable country which entlironcd Paredes I 
ns Dictator, was instigated chiefly by hostility to 
our government. The revolutionary partv, now in 
power, have necessarily iiiterrnplcd the amicable 
relations between the two governments, and we 
think it very likely they will come to blows. It 
may become necessary to wage war against Mexi- 
co, llioiigb we deem tlic necessity a great humilia- 
tion, sueli is lierdespicable character and condition. 
We have been sliown a letter from a distinguished 
gentleman at Washington, s)>eakiiig in strong terms 
of the probability of war. Our army in Texas has 
moved to the bank of llie Rio Grande, and we sup- 
pose a strong squadron of the navy is already in 
the Gulf. Wc sliall unaffectedly rejoice if we get 
through this difficulty honorably, without war, for 
wo should deem it a great calamity to have a war 
even with so contemptible a power. It may lead to 
serious interruption of relations with England; for 
our people are prone to the opinion, w hether well or 
ill-founded, that that ambitious and mischievous 
Government is at the bottom of Mexican hostility 
towards us.
